First produced in Rome in 1859 

Act |. А group awaits Riccardo, the Governor, in his palace. Among them are political conspirators 
led by Sam and Tom (basses). Oscar (soprano), a page, hands Riccardo (tenor) a list of the guests for a 
masked ball. Riccardo is delighted that it includes Amelia (wife of Renato, his friend and secretary) with 
whom he is hopelessly in love. Renato (baritone) comes to warn Riccardo of the conspiracy against him. 
Riccardo takes the warning lightly and when a judge proposes the banishment of Ulrica, a sorceress in whose 
hut political intrigues are hatched, Riccardo proposes instead that all the Court should go and visit her. 

Scene 2. |n the sorceress's hut Amelia (soprano) asks Ulrica (mezzo-soprano) for a charm to stifle her 
unwilling love for Riccardo. The latter has entered, disguised as a fisherman, and overhears Ulrica tell that 
she must gather the poisonous herbs that grow at the foot of the city's gallows. Ulrica reads іп Riccardo's 
palm that he will be killed by the first person to shake his hand. It is Renato, who arrives just then, that 
does this. The situation is treated by all as a joke. 

Act 11. Amelia is followed Бу Riccarda to the scene of the gallows. Не declares his love but the pair 
are disturbed by Renato coming hurriedly to tell his master that the conspirators are on his trail. Не does 
not recognise Riccardo's veiled companion. Riccardo and Renato exchange cloaks and Riccardo escapes. 
When the conspirators come on the scene Renato finds that the veiled woman is his wife. Не decides to 
co-operate with the conspirators to avenge his own dishonour. 

Act Ill. Scene І. Renato threatens Amelia thaf he will kill her and allows her to see their son for 
the last time. On reflection, however, he realises that Riccardo is the really guilty one. A plan si made 
with Sam and Tom to kill Riccardo during the masked ball. Their three names are put in an urn and Amelia 
is forced to draw lots to decide which of them should be the assassin. She draws the name of Renato. 

Scene 2. The conspirators mingle with the other masked guests. Renato persuades Oscar to tell him 
What will Бе Riccardo’s disguise. Amelia vainly implores Riccardo to escape while he can. Не refuses and 
tells her that іп ordet to save the honour of his friend he has decided to send Renato (with herself) to 
England as his envoy. As he bids her farewell, Renato moves in and strikes. The dying Riccardo proclaims 
Amelia’s innocence and pardons the conspiratore
